New Restriction 
Imposed On 
Poultry Imports 


OTTAWA. — The government an-

nounced it has restricted imports of 
live poultry and hatching eggs in an 
attempt to’ keep Canada free of New- 
castle disease, a virus ailment often 
fatal to poultry. 

Live chickens, turkeys, pigeons, 
geese, ducks or other barnyard fowl 
or other birds raised under domestic 
conditions will be prohibited entry 
unless their import is accompanied 
by proper veterinary certificates. | 

The agriculture department, mak- 
ing the prohibition under authority 
of the animal contagious diseases 
act, said a certificate that the birds 
are free of the disease must be sign- 
ed by a veterinary of the national 
government of the country of origin. 

The order also applies to birds 
which may have been exposed to the 
respiratory infection. 

Live. poultry from the United 
States must be accompanied by a 
certificate cither signed or endorsed 
by a veterinarian of the U.S. bureau 
of animal industry. 

The agriculture department said 
Similar certificates will be required 
for the import of hatching eggs from 
all kinds of poultry. Official veter- 
inarians of the exporting countries 
will be required to certify that the 
eggs originate from flocks free of | 
Newcastle disease. |

Manitoba Sets 


New Record . 


WINNIPEG.—Mining develop- 
ment in Manitoba made great 
strides during the year, with 
two new mines brought into pro- 
duction and construction of a 
mill for extracting gold within a 
month of completion. 

As in 1947, non-ferrous - metals 
were the most sought after. Total 
claims recorded during the first 11 
months of 1948 were 2,945, 

A preliminary estimate shows the 
value of mineral production in Mani- 
toba this- year at $24,700,000, repre- 
sented by $18 500,000 in metals and 
$6,200,000 in, non-metallics. — Last 
year’s production was valued at $18,- 
236,765 $12,412,759 in metals and 
$5,824,004 in non-metallics. 

One of the new mines brought into 
opertaion was the Ogama-Rockland 
gold mine north of Long“Lake in the 
Rice Lake mining division, 

Last July 3 the company formally 
achieved production with the pour- 
ing of a gold bar valued at $37,500. 

Second of the new operations was 
the Cuprus mine, eight miles south- 
east of Flin Flon, Man., between 
White and Schist Lakes, It is a pro- 
ducer of copper and zinc. 

One of the leading developments 
this year was the near-completion of 
a 2,000-ton flotation-cyanidation mill 
by the Howe Sound Exploration Com- 
pany Ltd., for the recavery of gold 
from a large deposit at Snow Lake 
in northern Manitoba. 


NEW MARKET FOR 
SUNFLOWER SEED OIL 


WINNIPEG. — Lifting of the ban 
on sale and manufacture of oleo- 
margarine in Canada highlights a 
little publicized Manitoba product— 
sunflower seed oil. 

This year commercial production 
of sunflower seed was limited to 
Manitoba. Sunflower seed oil is an 
ingredient which may be used in the 
manufacture of margarine, At pres- 
ent, all fats and oils are under in- 
ternational control with Canadian 
imports on a quota. 

This year commercial production of 
sunflower seed amounted to 22,400,- 
009 pounds, taken off 28,000 acres in 
southern Manitoba. : z 

Processing of Manitoba sunflowers 
takes place in a co-operative plant 
at Altona, Manitoba, which annually 
handles the bulk of the crop. 

Since 1945, larger amounts of land 
have been devoted to sunflower pro- 
duction every year. In that year, 
the acreage was 8,500 acres; in 1946 
it jumped to 23,000 acres, while last 
year 20,000,000 pounds were grown 
on 25,000 acres. 

The largest part of Manitoba’s 
sunflower crop is grown in a 35 mile 
wide belt along the international 
boundary, in an area extending west 
from the Red River to Morden,

Farmers’ Tax 
Paying Simplified 


Farmers have their income tax 
troubles simplified by the forms -an- 
nounced, 

They file on the four-page T1 Gen- 


eral, same as used by business and} 


professional men, instead, of the old 
six-page T1 Farmers. 

The highly explosive ‘net worth” 
statement required from farmers 
last yeat has been modified, though 
not abolished. 

Farmers were asked to reveal in- 
formation about their finances that 
no other person in Canada was ask- 
ed for. 


The howls were heard far 
wide, especially in Ottawa. 

Now, if a farmer pays his income 
tax on a yearly cash basis, he does 
not file a ‘net worth’ statement. 

But, if he chooses the five-year 
“accrual” system, he still files the 
annual net worth statement. 

Only 5 per cent, of farmers have 
chosen the “accrual” system, al- 
though farmers asked for it. 

Farmers have three systems for 
tax returns. They take their choice 
of an annual cash basis, a five-year 
“accrual” basis or a five-year aver- 
age cash basis. 

Last year 200,000 Canadian farm- 
ers filed returns, an increase of 30,- 
000 over the previous year. 

On the over-all Canadian picture, 
400,000 Canadians filed returns last 
year than the year before and the 
amount of income tax deductive at 
source increased by $20,000,000.

Alberta Ships 
‘Hard Coal 
'To Ontario 


CALGARY.—The first 140 tons of 
hard coal from Alberta were shipped 
from mines in the Highwood Hills, 
60 miles southwest of Calgary by 
Alberta Hard Coals Ltd. to Brant- 
ford, Ont, 

The coal, now being tunnel mined 
according to P. M. Ramsey, com- 
pany’s consultant engineer, although 
not anthracite, has low moisture con- 
tent and contains between 13,500 and 
14,000 btu's per Ib. 

The first shipment is hoped .to 
start a continuous flow of coal to the 
east which will total about 10,000 
tons before spring, according to 
Mervyn Brown, president of the Al- 
berta Hard Coals Ltd.

World and Domestic—Despite more 
extensive destruction and economic 
dislocation during World War II than 
during the previous world conflict, 
recovery has proceeded much more 
rapidly in the past three years than 
in the corresponding period after 
World War I, and has not encounter- 
ed any major set-back, 

Pre-war world consumption levels 
will not be attained until countries 
most affected have made substantial 
progress in replacing war damage to 
housing, industrial and commercial 
facilities, in catching up with the re- 
quirements of an expanding popula- 
tion and are better able to balance 
their foreign trade. 

International exchange problems 
continue to hamper economic recov- 
ery and to impede a return to multi- 
lateral trade, 


The development and acceptance of 
the principles of the European Re- 
covery Program and the Internation- 
al Trade Orgahization indicate that 
participating countries are aware of 
the value of multilateral trade and 
the possibilities it presents for grow- 
ing world prosperity. 

In 1949 prices of farm products in 
the United States are likely to aver- 
age slightly lower than in 1948 and 
farmers’ net income is expected to 
be somewhat lower for the second 
straight year. 

The overall domestic demand in 
1949 is expected to equal, or possibly 
exceed, that of 1948 although there 
may be some softening in the export 
demand for some farm products, 

Prices received by Canadian farm- 
ers will likely remain at the 1948 
level or perhaps decline slightly to- 
ward the end of 1949. Cash farm 
income assuming average crops, 
should remain close to the high levels 
of 1947 and 1948. Prices paid by 
farmers will probably remain at the 
1948 level or show some increase in 
1949. 

Wheat—aAfter allowing 150 million 
bushels for domestic use and assum- 
ing the carry-over at July 31, 1949, 
falls to the level of July, 1948, this 
year’s wheat production of 393.3 mil- 
lion bushels should provide some 243 
million bushels for export. An assur- 
ed market for a large part of the 
crop, the fall drought in the Prairie 
Provinces, together with almost cer-

Relatively lower supplies of all 
meats, a continued strong domestic 
demand, a market for pork products 
through the United Kingdom bacon 
agreement, and for beef and cattle 
in the United States market, should 
provide profitable prices for livestock 
in 1949, 

Dairy Products—The*domestic de- 
mand for dairy products is likely to 
remain high. during 1949, Total milk 
production in Canada may approxi- 
mate the 1948 estimate of 16.5 bil- 
lion pounds. The output of butter, 
cheese and ice cream will probably 
be maintained during 1949. Increased 
production of concentrated milk pro- 
ducts may absorb any decrease which 
may occur in sales of fluid milk. 

Eggs and Poultry—Egg production 
is expected to decline somewhat dur- 
ing the first half of 1949. The pres- 
ent outlook for export outlets for 
eggs does not justify any expansion 
in egg production. Prices which pre- 
vailed during 1948 and expectations 
of a sustained consumer demand may 
tend to encourage an increased. pro- 
duction of market poultry in 1949, 

Fruits and Vegetables—Good fruit 
crops are expected in 1949, There is 
some possibility of over-production 
of such fruits as apples, plums and 
prunes, and raspberries. Demand is 
expected to remain generally firm 
with some price decline for those 
fruits which may be in surplus sup- 
ply. The outlook for potatoes in 
1949 is for depressed prices in the 
event of another above-average crop. 
Vegetable acreage increased in 1948 
to a level that is likely to be main- 
tained rather than increased. 


Honey—With prospects of an ex- 
ceptionally large carry-over and a 
production of from 35 to 50 million 
pounds, a decline in prices may be 
expected in 1949, 

Maple Products—The demand for 
maple products in Canada in 1949, is 
expected to continue at about the 
same level as in 1948. Farm prices 
may decline as a result of an abund- 
ant supply of{competing products. 

Oilseed In view of the diffi- 
cult export uation and the large 
carry-over, particularly of flaxseed, 
it is doubtful if the 1949 acreage of 
flaxseed and rapeseed should be 
maintained at 1948 levels. The pro- 
spective demand for soybeans. ant 
sunflower seed in 1949 would war- 
rant consideration of an increase in 
acreage. 

Dried Beans and Peas—Taking in- 
to account the current export situa- 
tion, an expansion in acreage of 
dried beans or peas would not seem 
to be advisable. 

Tobacco—The 1949 outlook for to- 
bacco production is generally favour- 
able, 

Seeds—Production in 1948 of most 
clovers and grasses, and varieties of 
wheat, oats, barley and flaxseed 
eligible for registered and certified 
grades, constitutes an all-time re- 
cord. Timothy is the only grass seed 
in short supply. If seed production 
in 1949 remains at the 1948 level, 
some difficulty may be experienced 
in disposing of possible surpluses.

|Can Change 


Color Of The 
Human Skin 


CHICAGO.—A chemical which can 
change the color of human skin and 
accidentally turned several hundred 
Negro workers partly white was de- 
scribed at a meeting of skin special- 
ists here, 

The strange action of the chemical 
was described by Dr. Louis Schwartz, 
director of the dermatological divi- 
sion of the U.S. public health ser 
vice, at the annual meeting of the 
American Academy of Dermatology 
and Syphilogy, a spokesman for the 
academy said. 

The chemical is monobenzyl ether 
of hydroquinone, a synthetic tar pro- 
duct, which is able to block the pro- 
cess of coloring matter to the outer 
surface of the skin, Schwartz said. 

He considers the chemical’s action ‘ 
a serious dermatological condition, 
which might be dangerous, and cau- 
tioned against anyone attempting to 
change the color of the skin, 

He said the chemical’s effects were 
discovered during the war when sev- 
eral hundred Negroes in synthetic 
rubber plants in the south came in 
contact with the compound. The 
Negroes turned white in about 30 
days wherever the chemical touched 
them, usually on the arms and hands, 
he said. 

Schwartz was called in by the gov- 
ernment to investigate and helped 
develop salves which were used as 
preventatives. The chemical was 
used in synthetic rubber plants to 
prevent damage by oxygen in manu- 
facture of rubber products, 

Many of the Negroes whose arms — 
or other parts of the body turned 
white received cash payments in out- 
of-court settlements of claims that 
they had suffered loss of social posi- 
tion among their race, Schwartz said. 

He said the chemical’s action on 
the skin, with only one application, 
lasts from a few months to about 
three ycars,

Food Contracts 
For 1949 


Announced 


At the closing session of the 
Dominion-Provincial Agricultur- 
al Conference held in Ottawa, 
Right Hon. James G. Gardiner, 
Dominion Minister of Agricul- 
ture, announced the quantities 
and terms of the food agree- 


ments with Great Britain for 
| 1949, 
Subject in the case of bacon and 


cheese to thé approval of the Eco- 
Co-operation Administration, 


}and by the Canadian Government to 


supply, the following will be provid- 
ed: 
Bacon; 160 million pounds. 
Cheese: 50 million pounds, 
Eggs: 1,533,000 ‘cases (30 dozen to 
case), or the equivalent in the 
form of dried whole egg or frozen 
whole egg. 

Prices for the first two commodi- 


| ties are the same as those stipulated 


in the relative 1948 Agreements. For 
eggs, the prices are slightly lower, 

Mr. Gardiner gave additional par- 
ticulars of these three new food con- 
tracts to the Conference, 

In the calendar year 1949, the U.K. 
will buy 160,000,000 pounds of Cana- 
dian bacon at the rate of $36 per 


| hundred pounds for A Number One 


Sizeable Wiltshire sides, This price 
is unchanged from that of the con- 
tract negotiated a year ago for de- 


| livery of 195,000,000 pounds in 1948. 


Next year’s contract quantity will 
probably absorb all bacon available 
for export, he estimated. To make as 
sure as possible that the U.K. gets’ 
this bacon, export controls on pork 
products will be maintained with the 
provision that the U.K. will take de- 
livery when it is available. 

The new cheese contract is for an 
unchanged 50,000,000 pounds, at the 
same price as in 1948, which has 
been on the basis of 30 cents per 
pound, f.o.b. factory, There will be 
no requisitioning of cheese from fac- 
tories in. 1949, said Mr. Gardiner. 

The 1949 egg agreement is for the 
equivalent of forty-six million dozen 
covering the eleven months period 
from February 1 to December 31. 
The adjusted volume figure of the 
previous agreement, covering the 
twelve months from February 1, 
1948, to January 31, 1949, was for 
seventy-four million dozen, 

Shipments in 1949 will be 1914 mil- 
lion dozen storage eggs, three thous- 
and tons of dried egg and four 
thousand tons of frozen egg. 

While the new contract volume is 
below that of 1948 it is considered 
that with some opening of other ex- 
port. markets in 1949 the quantity 
should be-reasonably adequate. to ab- 
sorb the prdébable production in that 
year, 

The 1949 prices will be 5214 cents 
per dozen for storage eggs; $1.36 
per pound for dried egg and 321% 
cents per pound for frozen egg. 
1948 prices have been 54% cents 
per dozen for storage eggs, $1.46 per 
pound for dried egg and 35 cents per 
pound for frozen egg. While the 
1949 prices are slightly below those 
of 1948 it is expected that a major 
portion of the reduction can be met 
through economies in operating and 
processing costs and that the neces- 
sary reduction in egg prices paid to 
producers will be relatively small, 
Such reduction should be compensat- 
ed for to a considerable extent by 
the partial removal of restrictions 
on exports to other markets, said 
Mr. Gardiner.
